In the event of a certificate ‘being 
issued, the resident must comply with 
the Commissioner’s- directions as to 
the disposition of his p rty. 

The Commissioner of the Debt Ad- 
justment Act is authorized to act as 
Custodian and Trustee under the 
Bankruptcy Act and if any farmer is 
50 badly involved that there are no 
prospects of his being able to pay his 
debts, then the Commissioner can ar- 
range for bankruptcy proceedings. 
The farmer is required to.make a 
deposit of an amount which will take 
care of the cash disbursements, but 
no fees are charged for services of 
the Department. 


The rights. of mortgagees under 
crop leases are also restricted this 
year in that no lease shall affect more 
than one-third of the crop‘unless the 
mortgagee has purchased the. seed 
and pays the cost of threshing and a 
share of the cost of binder twine pro- 
portionate to the share of the crop to 
which he is entitled under the mort- 
gage. A farmer who is a.lessee, pur- 
ghaser or mo or ler any. lease, 
agreement of sale or mortgage, may 
in the year 1932, out Of the share of 
the crop belonging to the lessor, ven- 
dor or mortgagee, pay one year’s 
taxes upon the land on which the crop 
is grown, and, in such case, upon pro- 
duction of the receipt of the munici- 
pality for such payment, the lessor, 
vendor or mortgagee shall be entitled 
only to his one-third share of. the 
crop less the amount shown upon such 
receipt. 

Seizures under any lien agreement, 
or conditional sale agreement under 
the Farm Implements Act, or the 
Conditional Sales Act, must be made 
by. the sheriff of the judicial district 
within which the seizure is to be 
made, or under his direction. Gener- 
ally, this applies to articles bought on 
the time payment plan such as farm 
machintry, automobiles, _ washing 
machines, cream separators, horses 
and cattle. 

The vendor's right to recovery of 
unpaid purchase money on articles 
sold after April 13th, 1932, on credit, 
or partly for cash and partly on cre- 
dit, and if the vendor has a lien there- 
on, is restricted to jis lien upon 
the articles sold and his right of re- 
possession of such articles unless in 
the case of sale of land with chattels 
upon an entire consideration. In other 
words, if you buy’a plow on the time 
payment plan and cannot meet the 
payments, the vendor can repossess 
the plow, but cannot take action 
against you for the unpaid balance: 

The Debt Adjustment Act does not 
afford protection to urban dwellers 
who live in rented houses or apart- 
ments. 

Information regarding the rights 
and remedies of debtors will be 
cheerfully given by’ Commissioner, 
Debt Adjustment Act, Regina.

COFFEE BAVARIAN CREAM 


One tablespoon gelatine, % cup 
cold water, 1 pt. whipping cream, % 
cup sugar, % cup strong boiled cof- 
fee, 1 teaspoon vanilla, 1 tablespoon 
lemon juice, a-pinch of ‘salt. Soak 
gelatine in cold water 5 minutes. Dis- 
solve in hot coffee, then add sugar. 
Set bowl containing mixture in pan 
of cold water and stir until it begins 
to thicken. Add cream, beaten until 
stiff, and flavoring. Turn into wet 
mold and chill.

Wash and scrub a beef tongue in 
salted water and boil until tender. Re- 
move skin and place the tongue in a 
saucepan, Add two onions, one stalk 
of celery, four cloves, and salt and 
pepper. Cover with liquor in which 
tongue was boiled .Add one blade of 
mace, one bunch of thyme, one bunch 
of parsley and' one teaspoon sugar. 
Simmer for two hours. Remove 
tongue. For each pint of the liquor 
add one tablespoon of gelatine that 
has been soaked in cold water. Stir 
for two minutes over very low flame. 
Strain and pour over tongue. Chill 
thoroughly, garnish with watercress, 
and serve.

A license to’ play music, granted 
by the Performing Rights Society. 

A license to have temporary sheds. 

A license to have boards outside 
advertising the fact that it is a zoo, 
even though the boards are on their 
own property. 

A license in connection with enter- 
tainment tax. 

A motor car license. 

A driving license.

There is real cause for gratifica- 
tion in the report from Washington 
that Canadian immigration into the 
United States is drying up. For 
March this year only 234 native-born 
Canadians were granted immigration 
visas to enter the United States, as | 
against 3,155 for the corresponding 
month of 1931. 

The cause of this decline is attrib- 
uted by the State Department at 
Washington to the enforcement by 
American Consuls in Canada of the 
“likely to become a public charge” 
provision of the U.S. immigration 
laws. Thus, it is shown that whereas 
during the first eighteen months of 
the application of the provision, 10,- 
303 visas were issued, for the previous 
eighteen monthg, 73,414 visas were is- 
sued. The déGréase is 86 per cent. 

Whatever the cause, it is satisfac- 
tory to note that the drain of Cana- 
dian citizens to the United States is 
stopping. This country needs to 
keep its citizens upon Canadian soil, 
and one of the most discouraging fac- 
tors in the past has been the steady 
trek of young. people - particularly 
across the border. That many have 
returned years later to renew their 
Canadian citizenship has not compen- 
sated for their absence. 

Canada needs men to develop its 
natural resources. We need our youth 
to give this country the best of their 
service and ability, If the American 
immigration laws are helping us to 
retain them, then we have good rea- 
son to be grateful to the United 
States.

Sixty-Five Per Cent. Grain Is Shown 
In Figures For 19381 

Despite prevailing business condi- 
tions, the fertilizers industry gained 
65 per cent., while the manufacture 
of toilet preparations, flavoring ex- 
tracts, polishes and dressings showed 
small increases during 1931, it was 
revealed in the report prepared for 
“Canadian Chemistry and Metal- 
lurgy,” by W. H. Losee, chief of the 


mining, metallurgical and chemical 
branch, Dominion Bureau of Statis- 


tics. 

Given at -M@M@aster University, 
where nearly 500 chemists from all 
parts of the Dominion are attending 
the annual convention of the Cana- 
dian Chemical Association, the sur- 
very for 1931 showed that capital em- 
ployed in the chemical industry total- 
led $161,063,565, only four per cent.

1980. Approximately 100,000 workers, 
or five per cent. of Canada's popula- 
tion, are dependent for their support 
on chemical manufacturers or chemi- 
cal process industries.

Passengers Drop From 
Airplane In Chairs 


Demonstration Of New Method En- 
suring Safety Was a Success 

Four men were parachuted from an 
airplane in a demonstration of a new 
method to release passengers from 
distressed ships. All landed safely. 
They had cleared the ship in five sec- 
onds, Harry Trusty, a designing en- 
gineer, calculated. 

In a cabin monoplane, 4,000 feet 
over the airport, at Santa Ana, Cali- 
fornia, the pilot pulled a lever. Two of 
the passengers were swung outward 
through doors in the fusélage and 
scudded off into the air, while para- 
chutes blossomed above their heads. 

The pilot pulled a second lever. The 
other two passengers swung through 
two more doors, and the parachutes 
automatcially took them in tow. All 
four landed sitting on the same seats 
they occupied in the ’plane. 

Mr. Trusty describes the device: 

The doors in the sides of the fusel- 
age open automatically when the pilot 
pulls the lever. Davits swing outward 
with each seat and an automatic trip 
drops the seat once it has swung 
clear of the ship. The chutes are car- 
ried under the seats. A metal band 
slips around the waist of the passen- 
ger as the device begins to operate to 
discourage panic.

EXPLANATION OF 

PRESENT CRISIS 

The world monetary crisis formed 
the theme of thre Rhodes lecturers by 
by the well-known econopist, Profes- 
sor Gustay Cassell. He held that 
the present crisis is in its nature un- 
like earlier crises and cannot be ex- 
plained as a particular phase of a 
cyclical movement in business assum- 
ed to be inherent im the capitalist or- 
ganization ef the world’s economy. 
He argued it is an entirely new phen- 
omenon. 

Dealing with the popular assump- 
tion that the continual lowering of 
cost of production following on tech- 
nical progress, must bring down the 
general level of prices, he claimed 
that reduction in | production cost 
could never mean anything else than 
that a shortening of the distance be- 
tween the prices of labor, raw ‘mater- 
ials and other production factors on 
one side, and the prices of finished 
goods on the other. But such a 
shortening had nothing to do with 
the general level of prices. The 
price index of 1850 he pointed out, 
was practically the same as 1910, 
although in that period the technical 
progress achieved was enormous. 
»F rom. 1895 up to. the war, the. gener- 
al level ef commodity prices actually 
resevin spite of unusually rapid tech- 
nical achievefent and increased out- 
put. If production increases, the 
means of payment ought naturally to 
increase in the same ratio, and there- 
fore prices should maintain an even 
keel. « 

Concerning the claim that the war 
offers the main: explanation of. the 
present crisis, Professor, Cassel said 
this was pure superstition, A real 
economic connection could rardly be 
established between a war, supposed 
te have destroyed -wealth to an enor- 
mous extent, and @ erisis, supposed to 
be eharacterized essentially by ever- 
production of wealth. What as 
caused the crisis, in his opinion, is a 
series of post-war mistakes and vio- 

lations of fundamental economic 
principles. Having finished the war, 
‘‘the world has .proceeded to claim 
war debts and reparations without 
being willing to accept payment, to 
cut up the world’s market by aid of 
the most extraordinary protection- 
ist devices into almost watertight 


compartments, to prohibit the inter-|sale or trade.

modities. ‘Within our different coun- 
tries we had developed monopolies 
both of enterprise and labor, and in 
this way had done all we could to 
restrict internal freedom of move- 
ment. Not content with that, we 
had created systems of unemploy- 
ment doles calculated to increase 
the immobility of labor in a very 
dangerous wey, and, in addition, to 
ruin public finances. Somé “people 
had started so-called radical move- 
ments aiming at the revolution-of our 
whole economic system, but the only 
thing they had attained thereby, and 
conceivably ever could attain, had 
been to destroy confidence, and the 
spirit of entertprise on which our 
whole economic life is founded,’’

In January of this year, the Prince of Wales addressed a message to the) 
youth of Great Britain at a large meeting held in the Royal Albert Hall, 
London, Bngland. That message is just as applicable to the youth of 
Canada as it is to the youth of the Old Land, and we, therefore, reproduce 
the speech, in part, as follows: 

Youth cannot long remain a spectator of life, it will only be a short 
- time before the work of the world will be placed on your shoulders to carry. 
» Many tasks wait for your help; knowledge to be discovered, open spaces to 
. be peopled, natural resources to be developed, sickness to be conquered, and 
“wrongs to be righted. With these high quests bfore you, you will realize 
that the mere acquisition of material things is not in itself the | 
of an individual or a national purpose, and is as little, compared with the | 
satisfaction derived from your own effort, especially when’ that effort ad- 
vances human welfare and happiness. 


I want you to understand that we are not just facing a few months of 
“grin and bear it,” but that we must get into training for a long period ot 
work——hard work and effort, sustained despite possible discouragements. You 
must be prepared, as others have been before, to enlist ‘for the duration,” 
without asking how much may in the long run be required of you. 

You cannot hope to influence directly the trend of international affairs, 
but close at hand is a domestic problem, vast and baffling if’ looked at | 
in the mass, though easier to help when broken up into individual pieces. It 
{is made up of men and women, boys and girls. I-am, as you will have 
guessed, thinking of unemployment. I am thinking now neither in terms 
of economics nor of politics but of each member of the unemployed popula- 
tion as a single, separate personality, beset by depression, labouring under a 
sense of frustration and futility—a blank wall in front of him which he can 
neither climb over nor scramble round. My appeal here is not to statesmen, 
nor even to philanthropists, but to all those who are in work to play the part 
of neighbour and friend to the man out of work, That is the open road ot 
duty and a short cut to happiness all rouhd. There is no central machinery 
here in London that can provide a substitute for the good neighbour. 


The enemy tOday. is depression and apathy, Let us attack them with 
two of our old-fashioned characteristics—good sense and good humour. 1 
believe there are groups of the unemployed here and there, dead sick of 
prolonged idleness, who are themselves feeling out toward ways of giving 
their unhired labour in co-operative effort for the help of others in need. It 
is up to us to back such attempts with every possible support. Get to- 
gether wherever this burden lies heaviest, face up to the most urgent local | 


need, and see if the community on the spot cannot make its own self-}oent. of the cas 
directed contribution toward this, vast problem.

The 
pounding of steel wheels on steel rails 
may ultimately be outlawed as need- 
less. 

Railroads in general have been slow 
to copy devices which give their 
competitors advantages in .the race 
for business. Be the reasons what 
they may—and some of them, are 
obvious enough—rail lines have suf- 
fered by the motor industry's avid 
adoption and improvement of such 
things as rubber tires, lighter engines, 
less rigid schedules, better coach con- 
struction and other factors. A liberal 
public attitude toward the use of 
highways is part of the story. 

Tires of-rubber, and particularly 
air-inflated tires, have played a large 
part in a transportation evolution, If 
railroads can make use of them, as 
recent experimentation indicates they 
hope to, some check may, be put on 
the trek of passengers from rail to 
highways.—Cleveland Plain Dealer.

Universe Is Expanding 


A new theory of the expansion of 
the universe was advanced by Sir 
James Jeans, .eminent physicist and 
astronomer, in a lecture at Manchés- 
ter University. 

Citing discoveries indicating that 
the universe is expanding at terrific 
speed, Sir James suggested that this 
expansion originally was caused by 
the condensation of chaotic gases into 
nebulae countless ages ago. 

He pictured the universe — the 
curved universe relativity suggests— 
as a stick balanced on its point and 
steadily falling over at an increasing 


an infinitesimal amount of wobble. 

‘Tt has been shown,” Sir James 
said, “that the condensation of chao- 
tic gas into nebulae can provide in 
some réundabout way the initial im- 
pulse which pulls the trigger and 
hands the universe over to the effects 
of its instability. The trembling uni- 
verse must have: been balanced with 
an almost unthinkable precision. 

Expansion, he said, may have taken 
any number of thousands of millions 
of years to get under way.
